The bill appropriating $2,00d to the 
widow' of Charles Colman, sheriff of Pe 
pin county, who was killed by the Max­ 
well desperadoes, was ordered to a third 
reading. 
Both hollies have sessions this after­ 
noon and evening. 
MAI >isoN , March 27.—Iii the Assembly 
to night the Senate joint resolution pro­ 
viding for final adjournment oil Friday 
next was laid over till Wednesday. The 
Governor sent in three vetoes, two of 
them on bills for logging dams, winch 
conferred extraordinary' corporate powers 
on the beneficiaries, and the third on a 
bill illegally interfering with the c o n tr­ 
ate rights of towns. The vetoes were 
unanimously sustained. A joint Assem­ 
bly resolution for a constitutional amend­ 
ment forbidding the Legislature to here­ 
after pass special laws to incorporate 
cities, and specifying that no city with 
less than [5,0(10 inhabitants shall be in­ 
corporated, was lost, not receiving a two- 
third vote. A joint Assembly resolution 
for a constitutional amendment placing 
the control of all educational officials in 
the bands of the Legislature, w;u» adopt­ 
ed. The design is to take the office of 
county superintendent out of politics. 
A bill to tax dogs was k .lied. 
In the Senate to-night a joint resolu­ 
tion favoring Pendleton’s civil-service 
reform bill was adopted. Tho congres­ 
sional apportionment bill to place half 
the receipts of swampland sales into the 
common -sc bool instead of the normal 
school fund as now, was killed after ani­ 
mated debate. A good deal of routine 
business was transacted. 
There appears 
to be no doubt of final adjourn naeut be­ 
ing reached by Friday noon. 
The legis­ 
lative party arranged for Wednesday 
night has been given up, as it was found 
itniMisHible to raise money euougli to pay 
the baud. This will be the first time 
this custom has lieen broken in tin* his­ 
tory of the State. 


S an F rancisco, March 27.—An explo­ 
sion across tho bay, this morning, oc­ 
curred in the granulating house of the 
Vulcan 
Powder company, where the 
manufacture of block blasting is in prog­ 
ress. 
The fire broke into a room, communi­ 
cating almost instantly to the powder, 
only a small quantity of which was in tho 
building. 
The blast of flame, however, rushed 
across the passage separating the granu­ 
lating from the drying house. 
In tin* 
latter about th roe tons of powder were 
stored, which at once exploded. 
Tile concussion was not heavy, and the 
windows of buildings [200 yards distant 
were not broken. 
The dry house was blown to pieces, 
killing or wounding all the men at woik 
there. 
Nine persons were killed. Tile loss of 
property will lie $25,000.

A brother of 
the missing man identified a gun [and a 
peu-knife found by the skeleton as the 
property of Trimble, who is thought to 
have cora toited suicide by shooting. A 
ridge on a thigh bone caused by its posi­ 
tion several years prior to the disappear 
ance, helped to identify the skeleton as 
that of William Trimble. A spinster sis­ 
ter, who was housekeeper of his bach­ 
elor alsnie, was sns|iected of murdering 
him and concealing the body, lint, as the 
developments prove, without just (cans**. 
The mysterious disappearance of Trim­ 
ble created great excitement in this com­ 
munity at the time, aud this is now re­ 
newed* by Hie recovery of the whitened 
bones.

ministration cann* into p*»w« r, it issued, 
in tho following terms, fresh instructions 
to tho collectors, to enforce the law : 
“ You are requested to use the greatest 
care iii preventing the. importation and 
sale of such immoral and indecent publi­ 
cations as [names], and similar pajiers. 
It is not necessary for you to wait for 
special notice of any publication by 
name, from this department^ but is your 
duty to exercise your Own judgment as 
to what may be projierly classed under 
tho prohibitory choise of the tariff.” In 
spite of tho law 
id this injunction, 
however, the publications in question 
aro to some extent smuggled into the 
dominion. The men who print such pa­ 
pers have a devilish ingenuity and per­ 
sistence in thrusting them upon the 
market just as other American publishers 
of obscene literature, forbidden by our 
law, have in reaching customers among 
oar people. But in Canada the news­ 
dealers who expose the flash journals for 
sale do so at the risk of having the wholo 
stock confiscated, because they are 
obviously smuggled goods. 
Thus, in one respect at least, tho 
Canadians have the advantage over the 
who live upon this side of the 
e. The sheets which Canada has, for 
good and sufficient reasons, outlawed, 
aro sold in this country by hundreds of 
thousands without any kind of restric­ 
tion. 
They aro found upon nearly all 
lie news stands, they flare in shop win­ 
dows, where their vilo pictures aro 
studied by boys and girls, and they aro 
eagerly bought by children, to whom 
they bring corruption and depravity that I --------

Trophies of the Sea. 
The Coast Wrecking Company has in 
its office in this city a curious collection 
of relics from old wrecks and other odd 
bits token from the sea. The collection 
embraces quaint pieces of furniture, ex­ 
plosive shells and shells of the ocean, 
shreds of ladies’ dresses, rude weal Kins 
of savage races, huge star fish, and 
many curious things the use and purpose 
of which are still unknown. The collec­ 
tion contains the broken 1k*11 brought up 
from the ill-fated steamer Atlantic of the 
White Star Line, which was wrecked on 
Golden Rule Rock, on the Nova Scotia 
coast on April I, 1873, with a loss of 557 
out of 1,007 souls on Inward. There is 
also a rusty, hiltless sword, dug out of 
the sand eight years ago, near the hulk 
of the British bark Thistle, which was 
lost on Squan Beach, N. J., in 1811. 
There are also several I Mitt I es of sweet 
oil, holding a piut and a half each, with 
the original corks intact, and the oil as 
clear as crystal, taken iii Nov.‘inlier, 
1877, from the wreck of the British ha-k 
Robert, which went down in ISM with a 
cargo of lead and oil and five of her crew, 
off the place where Atlantic (’Sty now 
stands. Theft* is a South Sea Island 
caiittvn, ingeniously constructed of co­ 
coanut shells, which was fished up from 
a wreck in seventy feet of water on th * 
coast of Maine; also a mussel shell firmly 
imbedded four inches in depth in a well 
which was found 140 feet alleve the sea 
level on the Jersey coast; also a jielieau’s 
skull and bill, measuring two feet from 
back to tip (making an excellent though 
wide dipjier), which was found near the 
wreck of the bark Roliert Fletcher, on 
the south Israeli of Long Island, aud 
which is said to hav& i>eon used to bail 
out the boat by the crew when endeavor­ 
ing to escape. The jaws of a shark 
killed on the South Carolina coast, which 
liave I RY ii preserved, can easily lie passed 
over the shoulders and down the body 
of a full-grown man. One of the most 
curious relics is a lamp chimney taken 
from the remains of the ironclad Merri­ 
mac. Oysters three inches long were 
found attached to the gla£S, and four 
large oysters which had grown about the 
brass bas** of the chimney from an irreg­ 
ular square. 
The hilts of several swords 
and some old firearms are also encrusted 
with oyster shells.—New York Sun.
